Ip-j**idiary proclamation's 
nave been smuggled across the border

and Jewish centers, calling upon the 
population to take advantage of the 
government's preoccupation owing to 
the war to rise against the authorities 
and overthrow the autocracy.

propaganda in Russia always results 
in an increase of violence. The proc- 
lamations are addressed to the Jews 
in particular, but the appeals

Guileless Chinese Suffer.

EACH ARMY NOW HAS A COM- 


PLETE VICTORY 


The Attacking Force Wins Both 


Problems. 


THE BATTLE WAS SPECTACULAR 


General Bell Executed a Night March 


and Outflanked Grant's Blue 


Army.

their duties to give bond guaranteed

The 
charge made by the trust company for 
the 
county treasurer's bond in a 


county like ticking is $1.000, but Mr. 
W. N. Fulton determined to save the 
county that expense, 
doubting also 


the constitutionality of the law, as do 
all good 
lawyers. Accordingly Mr. 


Fulton 
gave 
an 
individual bond, 


signed by citif:ens of undoubted finan- 
cial standing, and thus saved the conn 
ty this extra one thousand dollars.

Relates Thrilling Incident of a Wreck That Occurred 


Two Miles West of Pataskala in 1865 in Which 


Twenty-Nine Were Killed and Wounded. 


Mr. Charles A. Vadakin of this city 


noticed an item that recently appeared 
in the Advocate, being an incident re- 
lated !>y an old soldier in regard to a • 
negro who was hurt in i >\reck near 
Pataskala in 1SG3. 
The negro's foot 


was cut off and he was -cry anxious 
t" get the loot, \\hich he finally did 
and it was found that there was a roll 
of money in the bottom of the shoe. 
Mr. Vadakin related the circumstances 
Friday. 


"Very well do I lemembei the inci- 


dent, which happened July o, ISC5. I 
was at that time employed by the B. 
& O. and was working near Pataskala 


"A train was being drawn by ^nciinr 


John "SV. Gnrrett. locomotives at thai 
time hearing: names instead of num- 
bers, and v:ab crowded with soldiers. 
Two miles west of PatasUila a -wheel 
on ths engine broke and the entire 
train was derailed, the r-ars telescop- 
ing each other. There were 9 killed 
find 20 injured, among the latter being 
the only negro on the train. A num- 
ber of us went immediately to 
the 


scene and with axes began the v ork 
of rescue, cutting out the injured first 
and afterward the dead. For five hours 
we worked before getting the last man 
out of the wreck. 


"The negro had his foot cat off be- 


low the ankle while the leg was man- 
gled to the knee. The foot had boon 
severed and jammed into the front 
end of one oi' the coaches. The negro 
was one of the first to be taker, out. 
and I saw where the severed foot was 


looted. The negro was veiy anxious 
to get the f«rt but I left it until I 
l-.ad c-it out all the dead and injured 
and then tl-oj ped in and got the foot 
and .jave the 
money to 
Conductor 


Condit. The outride bill was of $50 
iifmmiinauon, am! uwt \stie me Ji", 
and a $1 bill. The center of the $50

"A oecuhar incident was that in the 


shoe on the uninjured foot was $30, 
f'ncl until I gave the poor fellow tho 
foot that had bef>n cut off. he thought 
the one that had the S30 :n had been 
f-evered. 


"Tlu> negro was taken to Columbus, 


IPS leg amputated but he never sur- 
•uved ihe slnn-l-, of the operation.

was Pat Smith, who died in Columbus 
about a. year ago.
